Royal Mint, January \7, 1817. 

The new silver coinage being now very nearly 
finished, arrangements are waking for enabling 
all His Majesty's subjects in every part of Great 
Britain to exchange, at the same period, the old 
for the new silver coin of tlie realm. This ex* 
change wiU commence on or before Monday the 
od February next J and all standard silver coin. of. 
the realm, however defaced or reduced in weight, 
by use, will be received in exchange for the new 
coin, by tale, at its nominal value. 
• The public are requested to observe, that the 
new silver coin to be issued from His Majesty's 
Mint upon this occasion, will be delivered in ex- 
change, to the holders of th€ old coin : it is therer 
fbre sti'ongly recommended, that all silver coin of 
the realm, however defaced or reduced in weight, . 
by use, should continue to be given and received in. 
payments, for the very short period that will elapse 
before the issue of the new silver coin. By this 
means, no interruption of the Circulation will arise. 

Note, — ^The old silver coin of the realm, however 
defaced or reduced in weight, by use, is received in 
payments, at its non^inal value, by all branches of 
the revenue, and at the Bank of England, and. will 
continue to be so, until it is exchanged for the new 
silver coinage.

point the 3d day of February now next ensuing^ 
as the day from tmd after which, and from thence 
until the 1 7th day ot February then next ensuing, 
as the period of time during which it shall and may 
be lawful for any person or persons to deliver into 
the said Mint any such old silver coin of this realm, 
and as the day from and after whidi, and as the 
period of time during which there -shall be delivered 
out of the said Mint, ne^ silver coins equal to the

•determined to omit no precautions for preserving 
the public peace, and for counteracting the designs 
of the disaffected, and I rely with the utmost con- 
iidence on your cordial sxipport and co-operation, 
in up^oidlttg a system of law and government, 
fi-oni which we have derived inestimable adi^aiitages, 
tdiirh has onabled us to conchide, with unexampled 
l^lory, a contest whereon depended the best in- 
terests t^f manlifnd, and which has been hitherto 
felt by ourselves, as it is acknowledged by other 
nations, to be the most perfect that has ever fallen 
to the lot of ady people.

He has persons scattered dirongh 
the villages, for a cottsidei-abfe eictent of cdtitttry, 
recruiting for him, but finds some difBctilty m 
raising men >; some ref\ise to join him, nntess ht 
i?nll shew a warrant from the Pelsliwa, in \vhcwrti 
name he recrnits ; while others join him with less 
difficulty, but desert whenever there Is any rtp6tt 
of an attack. Trimbuckjee himself remains Sepa- 
rate from his troops, and often changes his ground. 
He is now stated to have retired across the Kistna,

Copy of a Dispatch from Captain George Syden- 
ham, Politicdl Agent in Berar, to Mr, Elphin- 
Mone (no date), with an Inclosurc, 

SIR, 

I HAVE the honour to forward to you a copy of 
Captain Davies*s report of a very brilliant and suc- 
cessful attack, which he lately made on the insurgent 
horse in Candeish. 

As the enemy bave left the frontier, the troops 
engaged in the attack have for the present been -re- 
called to Aurungabad. The Risala, which was oa 
the way to join them, has been stationed at Kannur, 
and the post at the Gootalla Ghaut in its front, 
strengthened by a <;ompany of regular infantry. 
My birkarrahs are watching the enemy's move- 
ments, and if they should again approach the 
frontier the Nizam's troops will be reintorced. 
I have the honour to be, &c.

SIR, Camp, April 21,1817. 

I HAVE the honour to report, that in pursuance 
of the intention expressed in my letter to your ad- 
dress of the 19th instant^ I put the infantry in 
motion for the Gootalla Ghaut, at three o'clock 
that afternoon, following myself with about six 
hundred horse, at four o'clock, and reached Sae- 
gaon, a village belonging to Moorteza Yor Jung, 
about six miles from the foot of the Ghaut, at ten 
o'clock at night, where I waited one hour to collect 
the men, who bad scattered, owing to the badness 
of the Ghaut. By the '^Patell of this village I was 

* The Patell or Potail is the head man of a village, who 
collects ithe rents, and has the general superintendence of iu 
AODcerns. 

in- 
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informed; that the enemy had stationed mounted' 
Tidettes at every village between that place and 
their camp, which was about twelve coss distant^ 
but that there was a road leading to it through the 
jungle, frequented only by *Briiijarries, by which 
I might advance unobserved, and he offered to con- 
duct me : I accordingly mounted him on. a horse, 
and proceeding by the route he pointed out, anrived 
at the village they were reported to be encamped^ 
at, ten coss distant, a little after day-break, when 
I found chat they had marched from thence the 
evening before to Gunnaispoor, about two coss. L 
advanced with five or six horsemen to reconnoitre, 
leaving orders xnth Captain Fedlar, to bring up the 
horse, and desiring Captain Fcdlar to leave the- 
knapsacks of the infantry in a ravine, and to follow 
with the utmost expedition : I had advanced about 
a mile, when I discovered one of the patroles of 
the enemy, whom I immediately pursued, and took, 
two of them prisoners ; a third man escaped through, 
the jungle to the left 5 from the two prisoners I 
ascertained, that the enemy had their horses ready 
saddled, but had not received any information of 
our approach. I sent back to deeire Captain Pedlar^ 
to advance at a brisk pace ; he overtook, me in a 
short time, and we pushed on at a smart canter, 
and in ascending a rising ground perceived, the 
enemy drawn up to receive us, their right flanks 
protected by a strong f gurhee, into which they 
had thrown some infantry, and their front covered, 
by a {nullah with steep banks. As they consi-> 
derably out numbered us, being about two thousand 
strong, and chiefly armed with^ matchlocks, I de- 
termined upon histantly charging them with the:

Finding lhe>- 
enemy by this time completely dispersed, I ordered 
the pursuit to ceasej and the men to return to the- 
enemy's camp. 

Having been woanded daring the pursuit, I had. 
cHsmonnted to tie up my arm, when I was iaformed 
that a hresh body ot the enemy was coming clown 
on our right y I ordered Captain Habinsou, who. 
bad arrived with the inf^intry during the pursiut, to. 
faU in his men. I mounted, and collecting as inany 
oi the horse as I could, advanced with the infantry* 
in column left in front, and thn horse formed in lino 
on the left of the infantry, abo«t fives miles, when I^ 
fpond Risaldar AUm Alie Khan, and first Jenie«. 
dar Meer Su£&Ieer AU had collected abottt twa. 
hxindred men on the banks of a nullah, with whom 
they kept the enemy in check, by a fire from their > 
matchlocks : the instant they. saw. our line ad^ 
Tancing they went oflF at speed in a north* 
westerly direction ', and our horses being com-* 
pletety jaded, by the length of the march and pur- 
suit, I considered it usely to follow them.

One of the pnsonera ako stated tbat they 
had been joined, the evening before^ by about one 
hundred and fifty borse from the southward ; that 
a body of Arabs, from MuUegaon, was expected 
in two days.; and that GodajeeRow Daingliahad 
written to Setoo for assistance, who had promised 
to send him a large body of Pindarries.

I HAVE the highest satisfaction in laying before- 
you two dispatches, which I received late last night 
from Major H. Smith, of the 1st battalion 14th regi- 
ment Madras Native Infantry commanding a detach- 
ment of six companies, composed of Bombay and 
Madias troops, which had been sent out from the- 
reserve against a large body oh horse in the service 
of Trimbuckjee Dainglia, and announcing the re- 
sult of his persevering exertions, in completely 
putting the whole to rout, killing and wounding 
about seventy men, making some prisoners, and 
capturing a quantity of baggage and arms> and 
many horses^ 

' I cannot sufficiently praise the excellent conduct 
of Major Smith and his- detachment, and trust 
their services on this occasion may prove ac- 
ceptable to the Right Honourable the Governor 
Qenerak

Camp at Pattre, April 18, 1S17, 
SIR, Two A. M. 

AS you are already apprised of. my having 
marched front camp with a detachment, consisting 
of six hundred rank and file, on the evening of 
the 1 2th instant, in pursuit of a hody of horse of 
auspicious character, which hy report amounted to 
five thousand, I proceed to detail my movements 
accordingly. 

After marching the greater part of that night, 
J reached Cambergaum on the fieemah on the 
morning of the J3tli, when I fortunately succeeded 
•in falling into the track of the fugitives, who had 
taken the direction of the Carrungee Ghaut, east 
of Nugger. Ou my arrival at the top of the pass, 
at eight F. M. on the evening of the ISth, ] found 
the party had gone down it the evening heforc, 
and though I was not disposed to relax for a mo* 
jnent in the pursuit, yet the difficulties I had to 
surmount, from the extreme bad state of the roads, 
Winding over hills, and through stony by paths, 
induced me to halt, for a few hours, to refresh the 
men, who appeared much fatigued. At two A. M. 
however, of the l^th, 1 descended the Ghaut, and 
did not reach the village of Sirsee, which lies at 
the bottom, until broad day-break ^ there I gained 
information of tlieir having struck into the great 
road to Toka, though I was previously assured 
that they were directing 'their course to Fictim 
on the Goodavery, with the intention of crossing 
at that place. I halted again at Moaz on the 
Xoka road to give the detachment rest, with a 
determination to make a final effort to overtake 
the fugitives, if possible, before they crossed the 

river 
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lifcr : wiiile here I reeeitcd 'iofeniiatioti of tbeir 
luLving again detiateil Icoai tlictr route, aad gone 
to Garceagaum, due west of that place, and eigbt 
CO8S from Moaz^ we wtrt agaia in motion at 
live P. M* J and on nay arrival at 'Qareeagaum 1 
learnt that they had halted there the night before : 
having satisfied myself of the correctness of this 
information, I contittued my route to the west- 
ward ', and ahboagh nearly two hours were Ion 
by our guides taliiog the detachment a wrong road> 
yet I conceived that there was still a possibility of 
coming up to the pursued before day*break of 
^he 17tfa. fn this soppositioQ, I am happy to say^ 
I was not deceived, for at three o*cioek I in- 
atrncted two of my commissioned and fion'>con>- 
misstoned confidential officers to enter a Tillage in 
^Itsguise, who seized upon a man, whom I s^er- 
^ards compelled, by threats, to condtfct us to tb« 
Marhatta camp, which I had reason to suppose 
^as about four or five miles off. 

During the time we were going this distance I 
'made the necessaiy arrangements for an attack 
^in three divisions, by the two in front, consisting of 
^he fiank companies of the 14th Madras, and two 
^;ompames of the 3d Bombay N. I. under Captaina 
Smyth and Deschanps, diverging from the head of 
the Gohimn to. the right and left <m entering tb« 
encampment, and by directing the 3d division^ two 
companies of the 2d Bombay N. I. iinder Captain 
Spears, to move steadily into its centime without 
breaking, with a view to tbis division becoming a 
point upon which the cithers might rally in case of 
necessity. 

On coming within two miles of the Tillage of 
Pattre, the forces of theenncampmenc were clearly 
-discernible, upon which the column moved for« 
ward with a hastened^tep, and shortly b^bre dayo 
lighc entered the inclosnres of the village. It was 
4heu that we plainly percQiv<ed that the Matfaatia of

front ^ani^ only of the loadkig AvislbtM of the S4 
and 14tli to load^ thU was aceordingiy done, and 
the colaoHi immediately after rushed forward to the 
charge. The horoe ied in ail direodons^ leaving; 
fifty or sixty killed and wounded o^ the grcHind. 
They were |MiFS4ied for some dialaiice, wlKsn thf 
exhausted state oi the aen, and the scattered order 
which tluy were necessaitly obliged to assume for 
a pursuit, iuduced me to concentrate my tittle 
force ; and i was the more persuaded of die pro«- 
priety of tbis measure from observing consideirable 
bodies of hor«e, appai^utly well orgaaieed, in com** 
monding situations on our flanks. This arrange- 
nent I presume induced them to drfiw aH, nor did 
I deem it right or expedient to continue a pu4«uit 
after a fresh body of horse, with infantry jaded and 
exhausted from our long mardies^ continued for fivfc 
aiiccessive days and nights. 

At ten or eleven, A. M. we were cdUed -to &rmt 
by the re-^appearancc ot a body of about two hun** 
dred well mounted horse, in promiscuous order, 
who after firing a few shots from their matchlocks 
at the party brought out to keep t^em in check, re- 
tired. 

I omitted to mention before, that this body of 
horse, which could not have be«l 'less than tour 
thousand, murdered Lieutenant Warre, of the 
Madras Artillery, and his sepoy guard, at the village 
of Soome, on the eyening of the l€th, a few hours 
prior to my passing through it ; atid that they 
plundered ail the smaller unprotected villages <m, 
their route from the southward to Pattre. ' 

S^Ene baggage, a quantity of arms^ and itom 
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one huadred to one handred and fifty horses of 
di£fereiit descriptions, were left on the ground-; 
the greatest part of which were pillaged by the 
villagers in the neighbourhood during the pur- 
suit^ &c. 

I am happy to add^ that we met with no ca« 
snalties^ with the exception of one non-commis- 
sioned officer of the 2d Bombay N. I. wounded. 

Had we not unfortunately been led out of the 
route by the g^iides, «s before mentioned^ we 
should in all probability bave found the enemy less 
prepared for flight, and consequently have been 
•enabled to give a better account of them -, as it 
is, however, I hope you will give me credit when 
1 assure you, that ^every exertion was made by 
both Officers and men for the public service ; and 
I feel great pleasure in having this opportunity of 
bearing testimony ^to the cheerfulness with which 
they bore the fatigues, and the zeal and alacrity 
with which the Officers performed their several 
duties. 

I estimate the distance traversed by the detach* 
ment, to be about one hundred and fifty miles, 
including the morning it marched with the camp, 
and during the last twenty- four hours, it ac- 
tually marched forty-one miles, not including the 
pursuit. 

In concluding, I beg you will excuse the pro- 
lixity of this report, and have the honour to re- 
main^ Sir, your most obedient servant, 
IJ.

THE Commanding Officer has great satisfaction
